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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's election and amendment filed August 1 0, 2004 in which new claims 
36-42 have been added, has been placed of record in the file. 

2. Applicant's request for reconsideration of the restriction requirement of the last 
Office action has been considered but is considered moot in view of the new restriction 
requirement. Therefore, the restriction requirement of July 14, 2004 is hereby 
withdrawn. 

Election/Restrictions 

3. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: Species 1: Figs. 2-8 (Claims 1-12, 16, 21-25, 31, 33- 
34, 36-42); Species 2: Figs. 9-17 (Claims 13-15, 17-20, 26-30, 32, 35). 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, no claim is generic. Applicant is reminded that 
the invention described in Species 1 do not describe a mesh as required in the Invention 
presented in Species 2. Therefore, the Examiner considers Species 1 and 2 to be 
independent and distinct inventions.
